Despite his physical condition he 
had continued attention to the prac­ 
tice of law. and his death was a 
startling shock to mem bers of the 
Milwaukee .bar and others who knew 
him and who learned of his sudden 
death last night. 
Mr. Quarles, a brother of Federal 
J u d g e Joseph V. Quarles, was one of 
the most widely known members of 
the Wisconsin bar.
